SHELTON OFFERS 
FIRST COURSE ON 
THE INTERNET 

A single mother returns home after 
working all day. Her young children 
are fed and in bed, but she has no one to 
watch them if she leaves the house. She 
would like to get a college degree but 
there is no way for her to attend class. 

Shelton State Community College, 
along with many other educational 
institutions, recognizes that these types 
of problems face individuals each day. 
However, today’s new technology does 
offer options With the rapid expansion 
of die Internet, more and more courses 
are offered online. 

This fall Shelton State is offering its 
first course via the Internet - Biology for 
non-maiors( 1 0 1 -90). This class, taught 


online, covers the same basic 
information as the class offered on 
one of Shelton's campuses. A 
laboratory requirement is also part of the 
course. 

According to Shelton instructor Sara 
B re mzer, who developed the course, 

“this class is for students who can't or 
don't have the time to physically come 
to class on campus. A large segment of 
the population out there has often been 
ignored," Brenizer said. 

“This could include people with 
disabilities or those with small children; 

It could also include people who work or 
who don't have the transportation to 
reach one of the Shelton campuses. 
Whatever their reason, this class oilers 
these individuals an opportunity to take a 
college course. This Internet course 
allows us to touch this population." 
Brenizer said. 

"The person who takes this class 
must be extremely self motivated," 
Breni/ci auus. “We Uy not to have 
anything on the Internet that is too long. 
Our role is to link students to other 
resources. Students in this class will 
use their textbook extensively. They 
will look over the web page, read the 
class learning links and visit assignee 
on-line links to supplement die text. We 
found several simulated sites for labs 
diey can connect with. Also l will give 
them some lab assignments they can do 
at home." 

Research has found that people 
sometimes feel isolated while taking 
courses on die Internet, Brenizer says. 
“To counteracl this factor, we are 
including on-line discussion forums. 

; These is a real-time chat room which 
means everyone doesn't have to be on- 
line at the same time. We hope 
students will e-mail each other while in 
die class." 

Shelton requires students to lake two 
tests as part of die course, one at mid 
term in October and die other one as a 
final exam in December. Students will 
have to come to the eol lege in person to 
take die exams. 

Shelton s webmaster Brad Moore 
was a vital part of the project, according 
to Brenizer. “Brad provided all of the 


technical assistance. We could not have 
gotten Uiis project off the ground without 
him." Brenizer adds. 

Shelton State will offer this biology 
course on the Internet again Spring 
semester.

PRESIDENT 
ANNOUNCES NEW 
INSTITUTIONAL 
POLICY 

Shelton president Tom Umphrey 
recently announced a new college-wide 
policy effective September 1 that affects 
die administrative and support staff of 
the college. 

Policy Title: Performance of duties in 
a professional, ethical and collegial 
manner that enhances the purpose of 
the institution: Administrative and 
Support Staff. 

All administrative and support staff of 
Shelton State shall be required to carry 
out their duties in a professional, educal 
and collegial manner that enhances the 
purpose of the institution. Members of 
die support staff and administsration 
must state in writing that they agree to 
carry out their duties in a professional, 
ethical and collegial maimer that 
enhances the purpose of the institution. 

The evaluation process for 
administrative and support staff shall 
include an assessment of whether the 
requirement to perform duties in a 
professional, ethical and collegial 
manner diat enhances the college has 
been met. 

SACS stipulates that faculty must 
perform their duties in a professional, 
ediical and collegial manner. This 
standard of performance should also 
apply to all other personnel.
